49 People Dead, 500 Injured 


Like Battlefield 


(British United Press) 

‘Travelers in the United States 
interior today might mistake parts 
of the area for a battlefield 

Wrecked homes, »prooted trees, 
ang broken utility poles dot the 
landscape, 

All stand mute evidence to the 
yast power of killer tornadoes which 
have ravaged the area during the 
last two days. 

The death toll from the deadly 
funnel-shaped clouds now stands at 
49. Another 500 persons are injured 
and hundreds are homeless. 
Spawning suddenly from an other- 
wise almost eerle silence the twis- 
ters shattered everything in their 
path, then disappeared 

In their wake, Western Michigan 
is faced with one of its worst dis- 
esters in history. ‘Che little com- 
munity Hudsonville, near Grand 
Rapids, is devastated, and 13 persons 
are dead in that community. 


Four other persons in Michigan 
ulso were killed. Eight died in 
Wisconsin twisters — including six 


women ang children at Berlin in| | % 


the central part of the state, | 
states feeling the effects of the 
killer storms inoluded Tennessee, 
Kentucky, Indiana, Arkansas and

Yesterday's storms followed barely | 
24 hours after similar storms racked 
Oklahoma, Kansas und Missouri, 
killing 10 persons The onslaught 
—running from Oktahoma to Ohio 
—was the worst, in 36 years. 

Th, tornadoes threatened for 9 
time to swing north into south- 
western Ontario, but only high 
winds developed.

Alderman McCrae told Council 
that the Fire Marshall has recom- 
mended that the two men who 
passed the recent examinations in 
the Fire Department should not be 
sent to the Toronto Fire Department 
for further training, and he also 
Said that no further examinations 
would be necessary in the case of 
the two men. It was therefore

would be acting-Lieutenant for six 
months, after which his appoint- 
ment woulq be confirmed and he 
would receive a salary increase of 
$100 per annum. 

REVISED ESTIMATE 

Council received a pleasant sur- 
prise when Alderman Joseph Holtom 
reported that a revised estimate on 
the cost of laying th Colborne St.

FOUR BY-LAWS 

Four new by-laws were enacted 
at the meeting. One is a revised 
by-law governing the owners of 
cabs and other vehicles used for the 
conveyance of persons within the 
town. This was brought in at the 
request of several cab operators, 

An anti-noise by-law was ap- 
proved, which regulates noise and 
sound amplifying devices within the 
town. This includes dogs. fowl, 
machines, car horns, etc. 

A civil defensa committee In and 
for the town of Lindsay was 
established. 

Mr Bud Bate was appointed act- 
ing-clerk-treasurer during the two- 
month absence of W. R. Allely, who 
is to leave for the U-K in May, 

CNR CROSSING 

A report from the Boarg of Trans- 
port Commissioners at Ottawa has 
recommended that 4 flashing light 
signal and bel] be installed at the 
Lindsay St. S. CNR crossing. Reeve 
Richard Butler said that about six 
ye&rs ago the same recommendation 
Was brought in, but ‘t was found the 
CNR wanted the town to pay one- 
half, so the plan was discarded, 
Council is to meet with the Board 
where it will be sugpested that it is 
the duty of the CNR to protect 
their own property.

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VIOLENCE, LABOR AND INTANGIBLE LOSSES 
“Newsweek” in its current issue devotes consider- 

able space to the outcome and summing up of the bitter 

five months of strike of 44,000 Westinghouse employees 


which ended last week. In its opening paragraph the 
weekly publication observes, significantly, “Some time 
around Christmas 1960, the 44,000 Westinghouse mem- 
bers of the International Union of Electrical Workers 
will start catching up with the losses they suffered dur- 

ing the five bitter months of strike that ended last 
week. The company itself faces a grim fact: Westing- 
housé estimates that the 156-day stoppage short-cir- 
cuited $290 million in sales.” 

Further along in the article a paragraph appears 
which is of even greater significance than the fact that | 
unionists suffered financial losses which will take them 
nearly five years to catch up on, It reads: 

“The real losses—to both sides—may prove to 
be not in the paycheck and the balance sheet, but 
in intangibles like personnel relations and competi- 
tive standing. Aside from its length and cost, the 
strike was marked by violence and venom notably 
absent from most other postwar labor disputes. It 
took two weeks of hard work to clear one final 
hurdle——the fate of 36 men fired by Westinghouse 
for picket line violence. Even when this was 
threshed out (the cases are to be handled by local 
plant negotiations) it took IUE’s Carey a day and a 
night to sell the settlement to his own board.” 
And in conclusion “Newsweek” observes: “In short 
neither side could claim to have won a real victory. 
Only the IVE bothered to boast that it had.” 

We believe the last paragraph of this interesting 
review of a violence-marked strike, producing intangible 
losses which will undoubtedly be more enduring than 
those of a tangible nature contain not only a state- 
ment of fact but a prophetic warning: “If either side 
in a labor-management dispute is concerned solely with 
“victory” and not with the whole welfare of the business 
there can be no winners.” 

Tt is becoming increasingly evident that labour 
unions throughout Canada and United States have over- 
played their hand, perhaps to an even greater extent 
than a top-heavy management overplayed its hand in 
an earlier day. It is also apparent that the public 
(those people who pay the price of uncooperative nego- 
tiations and suffer other resultant inconveniences) have 
a way of recognizing when a thing has gone far enough. 
An autocratic attitude on the part of factions creates 
an atmosphere of dictatorship which is distasteful to 
those who prefer harmony and cooperation to high- 
handed methods. 


Others Say.. 


THE EASTER BUNNY 

The part which the rabbit plays in Easter symbol- 
ism considerably ante-dates Christianity. Waster is a 
spring festival and was obseryed as the principal time 
of celebration in the old fertility religions. And the rab- 
bit, for reasons well understood by anybody who has 
kept them as pets, has long been a symbol of fertility. 
The rabitt, without ever having been absorbed into 
Christian symbolism, has made his appearance in Easter 
celebrations in many lands, and Waster is unthinkable 
without him, 

Why the rabbit has been granted the power of lay- 
ing eggs by popular imagination is something for which 
we can find no explanation, except that the egg is also 
an ancient spring symbol, and the linking of rabbit and 
egg therefore has a certain justice, The egg, though 
we tend to take it for granted, is one of the miracles of 
nature. From an apparently solid and dead object 
comes new life; to see an egg begin to stir, and to hear 
the chick pecking at it from within ig a wonderful exper- 
ience. The egg symbolizes the emergence of new life 
from the apparent deadness of winter; it is no wonder 
that Christianity quickly adopted this symbol of resur- 
yection, and that the Paster egg is the commonest gift at 
this time of year. 

Probably at no time in History were Waster ege@S 80 
gorgeous or so costly as those which were given during 
the reigns of the last (wo Tsar's of Russia, They were 
often made of gold, decorated with splendid enamel 
work and jewels, and when the egg was opened it prov- 
ed to be a watch, or a crystal scent-bottle, or a perpetual 
calendar. Many of these superb examples of the jewel- 
er’s art were the work of Faberge, the court jeweller, 
who has never been surpassed for the ingenuity and 
richness of his imagination in creating such splendid 
trinkets. Pieces of his work now brings huge prices 
from collectors, and recall the lavishness and surprise 
of pre-revolutionary Haster in Russia.

One of the few remaining old time 
|fire rangers in the district, Archie 
Henderson of Bobcaygeon. passed 
away at the Civic Hospital in Pet- 
erborough on March 28rd in his 67th 
year, following a short illness. 

Mr. Henderson was born at Kin- 
mount and resided in the Bobcay- 
geon district for the past 32 years. 
He had also lived for a period at 
Union Creek. Since 1924 Mr. Hend- 
erson had been a district fire rang- 
er with the Department of Lands 
and Forests. In the early days he 
had a patrol area in Galway Town- 
ship and the west side of Harvey 
and later looked after the Dewdney 
Mountain lookout. In later years 
he was required to work on jobs in 
other parts of the district, how- 
| ever, the major portion of his time 
|during the summer months was 
| taking care of fires and issuing 
Burning Permits in his old patrol 
area. 

Mr. Henderson was known 
throughout the district, but he was 
particularly well known in the Bob- 
| caygeon area by loggers, mining op- 
erators, tourists, hunters and fish- 
ermen who would drop into his 
house to pick up a permit or ask in- 
formation. 

He was interested in all phases 
of conservation in his own practical 
way, and while putting out fires was 
his first concern, he was always will- 
ing to lend a hand on a Fish and 
Wildlife job, planting trees, mark- 
ing and scaling timber or any other

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Color in Plant Leaves 
Adds to Garden Beauty

Texture and color of foliage 
are important factors in orna- 
Mental gardening. Many annual 
flowers with brightly colored 
leaves can be used with pleasing 
€ffecis in flower beds and bor- 
ders. Tall plants are useful to 
Screen out undesirable views; 
and bushy plants serve well to 
fill up shady corners. 

Largest of the foliage plants 
that grow quickly from seed is 
the castor bean, Varieties of this 
grow from 6 to 12 feet tall. Their 
large leaves of bronzy green 
with red or purple veins will fill 
the same space as a large shrub 
or small tree. They will serve 
well to test the effect of such a 
plant in the landscape you are 
Planning. 

In the leaves of amaranthus 
tricolor (Joseph’s coat) scarlet, 
gold, bronze and green are at- 
tractively combined. It makes a 
bush 2% feet tall, which contrib- 
utes its bright colors to the gar- 
den picture all summer. 

Coleus, a favorite of our grand- 
Mothers, can be grown from 
seed in a variety of brilliant col- 
ors. It does well in the sun or 
light shade and is excellent for 
Planting boxes which do not get 
the southern sun. 

Flowering kale, a member of 
the cabbage family, becomes a 
colorful subject in the fall. Its 
dark green leaves develop color 
patterns in white, cream, pink, 
rose, and purple, which become 
more brilliant as the season ad- 
ances. 


Kochia burning-bush makes a 
2% foot conical plant of fine light 
green foliage, which can be 
trimmed like a hedge, and used 
to enclose a bed or provide an 
attractive background. In the 
early fall, the whole bush be- 
comes bright carmine. 


Celosias (cockscomb), bear 
plumes of a texture resembling 
plush or chenille, colored in 
tones of red, pink, yellow and 
orange. There are many varie- 
ties of different heights and 
forms. Some are used by florists 
in making corsages and the 


plumes are easily dried for win- 
ter use. 


Euphorbia (snow on the moun- 
tain) is related to the poinsettia. 
It grows 2 feet tall, and bears 
leaves of dark green edged with 
white, which are attractive foils 
for brighter colored plants. 


The spider plant, cleome pun- 
gens, with its divided leaves and 
dark stems, is a desirable foliage 
plant even before its attractive 
flowers develop, 


Leaves of flowering plants dif- 
fer in tones of green, and for 
gardeners interested in color 
composition, there are blue 
green, gray greens, and yellow 
greens to consider. Stocks and 
California poppies have gray- 
green foliage which is a restful 
foil for their brilliant flowers. 
Nasturtiums have yellow green 
leaves, which add to the interest 
of their section of the garden.

AN AMAZING STATEMENT 

While veterinarians all across Ontario and in other 
parts of Canada and United States have been doing ev- 
erything in their power to halt the spread of rabies, it 
came with great surprise to many people to note that the 
Ontario Minister of Lands and Forests had announced 
that the disease would be well on its way out by summer. 
This statement was amazing in that the best veterinar- 
ians in the country freely admit that rabies, on the 
scale that the disease now exists in Ontario, could be a 
serious problem for many years to come. Ten years, 
according to a member of the federal government vet- 
erinarian team which visited Lindsay earlier this year, 
is a conservative estimate of how long we may expect to 
have to consider the current epidemic menacing. Others 
express the opinion that it could well be a never-ending 
threat to animal life. 

The statement by the minister is also in strange 
contrast to the recommendations of Dr. Harry G. Carle- 
ton who, as recently as last week, recommended to Pet- 
erborough County Council most stringent regulations 
ih the control of dogs and advocated innoculation of 
cattle as an extra precaution. 

While it bas been suggested in some quarters that 
the cabinet minister's statement was designed to take 
rabies out of the limelight as the tourist season ap- 
proaches, we hope this is not the case and that informa- 
tion relative to the progress of the rabies outbreak will 
not be supressed. In the meantime the Ontario cabinet 
minister might do worse than to qualify his statements 
relative to the duration of the rabies problem. 


SCHOOL'S OUT AGAIN! 

For the next ten days or so motorists will not have 
to be on the lookout for children going to or leaving 
school] but that doesn’t mean they will be a forgotten 
quantity. In fact around schools are about the only 
places where children aren’t likely to be seen during 
this Haster holiday period. They will be popping up 
here and there at times when they would normally be 
under the protective cover of the schoolhouse and this 
means drivers will have to be extra vigilant if the holi- 
day isn't to be marred by injury or worse for some of 
these youngsters. 

Whenever an appeal is made for the safety of child- 
ren on our streets we invariably hear the reaction that 
a ‘lot of them ask for trouble” and we agree but there 
agreement ends.

LOOSE-LEAF HISTORY 

Once again the history books used in Communist 
countries are being revised and re-edited. Not for the 
first time the Soviet leaders have decided to rewrite 
the events of the past to provide support for current 
policy. In a series of startling addresses at the 20th 
Party Congress in Moscow it was made clear that Stalin 
is to be toppled from his throne as 4 major successor to 
Lenin. There will be a reassessment of the purged 
trials of the 19308 and the reputations of many of 
those sent to the firing squads by Stalin will be rehabili- 
tated. 

How the citizens of Russia and the satellite coun- 
tries can accept the abrupt about-face of the present 
leaders of Communism is difficult to understand, When 
Stalin was alive these leaders were hoot-licking syco- 
phants who could scarcely make a public utterance 
without paying tribute to Stalin ‘the glorious leader” 
in almost every sentence. In every picture that appear- 
ed in the public press behind the Iron Curtain there was 
to be found, prominently displayed, a huge picture of 
Stalin. Within three weeks of Stalin's death, three 
years ago, Stalin's name virtually disappeared from the 
Russian press. Stalin’s version of history prepared in 
1938 as the “Short Course History of the Communist 
Party” is now to be supplanted. The angels of that 
history will now become the devils, and vice verse. 

If there is one thing more than any other which 
will prove to be the downfall of Communism it will 
surely be the perversion of history. Even the Russian 
peasant and factory worker must feel some doubt and 
uncertainty when unanimous praise becomes unanimous 
vilification.

EASTER SEALS PAY DIVIDENDS 

Service clubs co-operating with the Ontario Society 
for Crippled Children frequently hear reports of near- 
miracles in the transformation of hopeless, frustrated 
children into eager, happy youngsters able to enjoy life 
and do things for themselves. Such stories compen- 
sate service club members for the time and money they 
devote to their part of the work, and if the public were 
able to see the rehabilitation activities at equally close 
range, there would be little need to plead for funds. As 
next best thing, The Telegram published recently a 
series of articles in which Phyllis Griffiths, from infor- 
mation supplied by physiciang, vividly described various 
cases of successful treatment. The up-lift to patients 
and parents made it a heart-warming narrative. 

Crippled children are treated at clinics throughout 
the province and at a residential centre, Woodeden, at 
London, the staff of which also operates mobile clinics 
jnsummer, TO summer camps where crafts are taught 
and outdoor recreation provided, 1,200 children are sent 
each vear. Ontario has an estimated 10,500 afflicted 
children, of whom 3,000 are cerebral palsy patients. 

The public's share In carrying on the work is plac- 
ed this year at $625,000, which the Society for Crippled 
Chddpen hopes to obtain from purchasers of Baster 
Seals, distributed to 1,500,000 Ontario homes. The

EXIT THE GONDOLA 

A sad note, for the romantically-minded every- 
where, is that the Venetian gondola is on its last lege— 
or should one say its last oars. 2 

In Venice, which has canals instead of streets, this 
graceful craft was developed to fulfil the functions 
which in normal communications are carried out by 
taxis and delivery trucks. For many centuries it has 
carried passengers and freight from island to island and 
house to house. In the course of the ages, the gondol- 
iers have developed an uncanny ability at weaving 
through traffic and finding their way through tangled 
waterways. This traditional skill, plus the fact that 
most of them are lively fellows and often fine ama- 
teur musicians, has made them figures of romance. For 
many a couple, a gondola ride through the canals and 
lagoons to the accompaniment of ‘‘O Sole Mio” has been 
the high point of a European tour. 

In their heyday, a couple of hundred years ago, there 
were some 10,000 gondolas in Venice. Then science be- 
gan to cast its blight on them. The first step in their 
decline came when the municipality introduced ‘“‘vap- 
oretti,” little passenger steamboats which served the 
purposes of street cars or buses. Then motorboats 
made their appearance and further cut into the gon- 
dolier’s business. Now what may be the final blow has 
come with the introduction of motorized gondolas. 

The designers of this monstrosity have tried to pre- 
serve the appearance of a genuine gondola. The engine 
is hidden out of sight, and the driver—one can hardly 
call him a gondolier—still holds an oar for old times’ 
sake. However, it won't be the same—the putt-putt of 
the motor and the exhaust fumes will give away the 
secret and spoil the illusion. Venetians sadly agree 
that the day of the true gondola is just about over. 

Maybe it’s progress, but it means one less spot of 
colour in an increasingly drab and utilitarian world.

An Ontario magistrate thinks that the next logical 
step to the baby bonus and the universal old age pension 
ip a marriage bonus.

“All couples,” he suggests, “should appear 
before a registrar or somebody and proye they are ready 
to wed. If they can’t show they fully appreciate their 
responsibilities a marriage license should be denied, 
They should not be permitted to marry until they can 
satisfy the registrar that they are fit.

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Plant Food Goes Further 
If Used by These Rules

Unless You Know Your Soil Is Not Acid, Apply Plant Food In 
Trenches At Both Sides of Vegetable Garden Row. 


Few suburban gardens have 
soil so rich that no added plant 
food is required. But with mod- 
erm knowledge of plant reaquire- 
ments, and the improved plant 
foods now available, fertility 
need not be a problem. 

Any porous top soil into which 
a small amount of organic mat- 
ter or compost can be spaded 
each spring can be made rich by 
adding to it an adequate amount 
ef commercial plant food. 

Four to six pounds of balanced 
plant food mixture to each 100 
square feet of garden area will 
be sufficient in most cases. To 
give an extra finish to the crop, 
do not hesitate to use more, ap- 
plied as maturity approaches. It 
during the season plants show 
signs of deficiency, this should 
be corrected. 

Deficiency symptoms include 
the following: When leaves turn 
light green or yellow, but do not 
fall off, nitrogen is lacking. When 
leaf margins brown, especially 
the lower leaves, potash is need- 
ed. Plants stunted in growth 
probably need more phosphorus. 

The point is being stressed that 
well-fed crops do not reduce the 
amount of humus in the soil, 
since more humus is produced 
| by the roots of plants than by 
their tops. A heavy crop, fed by 
any sort of plant food, will leave 
more humus than it found. 


The heaviest application of | 
plant food should be made at the 
beginning of the season, and 
here commercial plant food has 
a distinct advantage. It is avail- 
able to planis at low tempera- 
tures and will stimulate growth 
during the cool weather. 

Organic plant food has to be 
broken down by bacteria before 
the plants can use it, and this 
requires a ternperature of at 
least 70 degrees. 

To get the most out of plant 
food, the following methods of 
application are recommended by 
researchers: 

1. On soils which are acid, - 
testing below pH6, plant food 
should be concentrated in bands 
or pockets, not touching plant 
roots but within easy reach. 

2. On sweet soils, testing 
above pH6, spade plant food thor- 
oughly into the soil, evenly and 
deeply. 

To apply the first method 
Stretch the line to mark the row 
in which seeds are to be planted 
Then, not less than two inches 
away on either side, make a fur- 
row four inches deep. Pour plant 
food into each furrow at the rate 
of one pound (or pint) for 50 
feet, and cover it with earth 
Then make the drill in which 
seed are to be sown and proceed 
with planting as usual

Milk-Fruit Beverage 

Scientists in the Netherlands have 
invented a new milk-fruit beverage. 
The secret in the successful mixing 
of acid fruit juices and milk in pec- 
tn... long known to housewives 
whe make jellies and jams.

Fire Loss Estimate Errs, 
Chief Says $25,000 Official 


Fire Chief Alex Wylie today de- 
nied reports appearing in Toronto 
and Peterborough newspapers con- 
cerning last Wednesday’s fire which 
destroyed the home of Mr. Herb 
Mercer about a half-mile north of 
Lindsay. 

Thé reports said that the fire was 
placed at $40,000, but Chief Wylie 
safd today that this is highly in- 
accurate, since the house itself was 
fully insured for §20,000 and the 
contents for $7,000. He stated that 
he had offictally placed the fire loss 
at $25,000.

For Starting Holocaust 


Mr Herb Mercer, whose $25,000 
tome was destroyed by fire last 
week, now says he believes that 
improper wiring had caused the 
conflagration.

Fire Chief Alex Wylie two fire-| 


men, amg a representative of “The 
Post? spoke to Mr. Mercer this 
rrorning as he examined the ruins of 
his home, he explained that during 
the year he had been building his 
house, he has had considerable 
difficulty with the wiring. He said 
thet on three occasions, three elec- 
trie kettles hag burned out and that: 
whenever certain appliances were 
used the wires and plues became 
too hot to touch. 

He revealed that fuses were con- 
stantly blowing out, and that the 
wiring for the light switches seemed 
to te crossed. He pointed out that 
he would turn on a bedroom 
sWitch and the light ip another room 
would go on. When the lights for 
the front porch were turned on, 
ene light would function and an- 
other would also go on elsewhere 
in the house 

Mr. Mercer siated that he had 
complained many times to the 
Fenelon Falls contractor who did the 
work, but received no satisfaction or

Falls but there was no solution 
forthcoming from that source either, 
Two neighbours of Mr. Mercer 
also told “The Post” that 
had observed the fuse trouble, the 
strangely-operating switches, and 
the extremely hot appliance cords. 
Ong man said he knew Mr. Mercer 
lsd been haying considerable 
trouble with the wiring all through 
the construction of the house.

The house was 
imsured for $20,000 and contents

| Mr. Mercey himself has spent over a 
year on the construction of the 
home which was wiped out com- 
plefely in a few minutes. 

Mr Mercer told “The Post" that 
about 10.30 p.m. he was in the 
kitchen of the home getting himself 
a glass of orange juice when his dog 
began to howl. On investigating he 
| found that a room off the kitchen 
was afire. He said that he only 
jhad time enough to get his wife and | 
Mrs, Keyes outside. before the roar- 
ing flames spread throughout the 
building, The only furniture he 
saved was a dresser. All of the 
clothes and other personal property 
were lost. 

Mr. Mercer when interviewed as 
he watched the flames consuming 
| his home, took a most philosophical | 
| outlook of the disastrous fire, He 
said that he will begin immediately | 
to 2ebuild the house. “TI will build it | 
exactly the same way as it was 
before,” he stated. The building and 
contents, he said, were fully insured. 

When the fire department arrived 
on the scene under Chief Alex 
| Wylie, there was little they could do. 
| Chief Wylie said ths south of the 
house was not yet burning when he 
arrived and he had hoped to be 
able to save it. But since there is 
| no water system in the district, the 
| only water at hand was that carried 
| in the pumper’s tanks which was 
| expended in about seven minutes. 

When the water in the pumper 
| was used up, the machine was sent 
back to Lindsay for refilling, as the 
Chief had seen the building was 
lost and would need the water to 
cool the embers. The only water 
supply In the immediate area was 
that of a well at the rear of the 
house. However, the wind carried 
the smoke and flames so close to the ! 
well opening that {t was impossible 
to get near enough to bring water 
out, 

Although the sky north of Lindsay 
was bright with the reflection of | 
fhe flames, relatively few people 
were attracted to the scene. Several 
off-duty members of the OPP were 
on hand to help where possible, and | 
traffic was kept orderly by Constable 
Tom Fitzpatrick who prevented any 
tie-ups from occurring 

The weather was cold and the east 
wind was penetrating At the height 
of the blaze, the walls from one end 
to the other began to crumble and 
fold, revealing the entire interior 
of the house, Spectators watched 
as the hungry flames devoured fur- 
niture and interior walls. Sparks 
were seen flashing intermittently 
from the hydro wires ss they burned 
and fell, Heat from the flames was 
89 intense that many of the attrac- 
tive evergreen trees near the home 
ignited, as did an arbour attached 
fo the north side of the house. 

From the time the fire started, 
until it had burned Itself out, a little 
less than an hour’s time had ex- 
pired, 

‘This morning the ruins were still 
smoking, and according to a neigh- 
bour, the furnace oll tanks burned 
all during the night. The house had 
been heated with a hot air system 
and the furnace was installed in a 
separate out-building at the rear 
of the house. 

By nine o'clock this morning, a 
truckload of lumber had arrived at 
the site of the fire where Mr, Mercer 
says he will build a garage for tem- 
norary living accmmodation until 
he can rebuild his house

No Time Like Easter for Magic 


ESIDBS eating and admiring 

Easter eggs there's another 
ase to which they may be put 
fhat may not have occurred to 
fou. They make good subject 
matter for magic tricks, some of 
Which are suggested below. 

The tricks described are easy 
to master with practice. 

There are four tricks in all. 


TRICK 2: A hard-boiled egg, 
shell removed, is placed in the 
mouth of a milk bottle. Object— 
to get the egg into the bottle 
without breaking it. How it's 
done—ignite a piece of paper. 
Slide it into the bottle. Quickly 


place the egg on top, The burn- 
ing paper will create a vacuum, 
sucking the egg inward. 


TRICK 1: This involves an egg 
(pointed end up) nestled in a 
match box cover, sitting on a pie 
tin, which is over a glass full of 
water—as illustrated above. Ob- 
ject—to get the egg in the glass 
without touching any part of the 
paraphernalia by hand. How it's 
done—with a ruler or similar flat 
object, strike the pie tin a sharp, 
carefully aimed blow. The edge of 
the tin will knock over™ the 
matchbox, both will fall to the 
table, and the egg will drop into 
the glass. Practice this with a 
china or plastic darning egg. 


TRIOK 4: Object—To spin an 
egg on the bottom of an inverted 
plate. How it's done: Prepare 
this hardboiled egg especially. 
Mark it to keep it from getting 
mixed up with the others. Boil it 
hard in an upright position s0 
that the solid substance settles 
at one end. Place the prepared 
egg on the bottom of an inverted 
plate and start a gentle revolving 
motion. Gradually increase speed 
until the egg stands up and spins 
like a top. The spinning may be 
hastened by giving the egg a 
twist counter to motion of plate. 


TRIOK 3: Object—To stand an 
egg on end without support. How 
it's done—have an accomplice 
secretly place a plain wedding 
band under the tablecloth in an 
inconspicuous spot. The perform- 
er places the egg on top of the 
ring which lends enough support 
to keep it from toppling. If a 
thin thread is attached to the 
ring it can be withdrawn un- 
noticed at the conclusion of the 
trick. (Columbus made a raw 
egg stand on end by shaking it 
until the yolk broke.)

MR, McCRAE REPLIES 

Later in the meeting, chairman 
McCrae who had remained silent 
on the matter, arose and expressed 
his opinion on the request. 

“J woulq like to point out once 
again,» he said, “that the Fire 
Marshal has recommended that we 
do not go out of town farther than 
five miles. Radio communication 
reception is good at ‘ive miles, fair 
at seven, and zero past that. 

“Tf the cottagers at Pleasant Point 
can spend $25,000 a year in Lindsay, 
then they can afford to buy their 
own fire equipment. This idea of 
holding a threat against Lindsay 
ecause they spend their money here 
docsn’t cut any ice with me. 

“The ratepayers of Lindsay pay 
four mills a year for fire protection, 
and although they hope they never 
Ihave to use it, they are paying for 
it . .. they are going to have it.” 

Mr. McCrae pointed out that if 
a fire truck was involved in an 
accident while out-of-town, or a 
fireman was injured, the town would 
suffer the loss, since the insurance 
would not cover the cost. 

“We're not getting high-hat,” he 
explained, “but we have to toe the 
line and protect our own.” 

Mayor Hick concurred with Mr. 
McCrae pointing out that, “we have 
to protect our own people. It would 
certainly look bad if we were out 
of town ang a big fire broke out 
endangering lives or employment, 
but we were unable to be here. 

“But,” said His Worship, “we 
have been fair with these munici- 
palities We have notified them in 
plenty of time that their fire 
protection was ended If they want 
protection, they must work it out 
among themselves.” 

Alderman McCrae suggested that 
an Open meeting be held and con- 
ducted by the Ontario Fire Marshal 
where the representatives of inter- 
ested communities could be present 
te hear his recommendations. This 
plan was agreed ypon by Council |

DOESN’T THIS CONSTITUTE INCONSISTENCY 
AND WASTE? 


A further expansion to the Lindsay Collegiate Insti- 
tute has been approved to accommodate the expected in- 
flux of students from the Town and a great many points 
quite remote from the town — some of them requiring 
a long bus ride to reach the school. While the L, @. I. ex- 
pansion is being approved, we have school accommoda- 
tion in the district standing idle for the only apparent 
reason that there seems to be a “hate” on at the present 
time against continuation schools... This in spite of the 
fact that many educationists readily concede that the 
majority of high school students abandon their higher 

) education after the second term. 


Collegiate Institute represent an Inconsistency (and an 
expensive one) when first and second form students 
could be introduced to higher education just as well in 
continuation schools as in a full-fledged high school? 
Pursuing a policy of continuation school education for 
the first two grades would alleviate the necessity of ex- 
panding the LCI unnecessarily, would eliminate long, 
tiresome and wasteful (rips for a couple of years for a 
great many students who will discontinue school after 
that time anyway, and overcome present overcrowding 
at the LCT.

Our Own and Other Opinions 


THIS IS A DANGEROUS TIME 
OF YEAR FOR CHILDREN 

This is the time of year when children, who like to 
puddle around in the water which forms in miniature 
lakes on many expanses of low-lying land, or rushes in 
torrents down normally small freshets, are exposed to 
danger which, to them, doesn’t seem too apparent. 
Water, except perhaps when it looks dark and menacing- 
ly deep, seems rather a friendly element which possess- 
es an almost irresistible magnetism for children. In 
many cases the attraction is not harmful and nothing 
more comes of the experience but a pair of wet feet and 
some sodden garments which are not such a heavy price 
to pay for the princely pleasure of commanding a fleet 
of imaginary ships as they ply the high seas of fancy. 
On the other hand, eyery year produces its tragedies 
when children are allowed to trifle with spring run-offs 
which are grown beyond the play stage. 

Would it be wrong to suggest that all adults have 
a responsibility, where children and water are concern- 
ed, to investigate any activities which might end dis- 
astrously for the youngsteis? : 


HOURS-OF-SALE BYLAW 

The hours-of-sale bylaw covering gasoline outlets 
in Lindsay is to be reviewed by Lindsay’s Council follow- 
ing receipt of a petition signed by a sufficient number 
of service station and garage owners in Lindsay. 

In case there are those who do not recall the origin 
of the hours-of-sale bylaw effecting service stations, it 
was passed in Lindsay a few short years ago when a del- 
egation submitted a petition to Town Council with 
Charles Lamb as Mayor. At that time Mayor Lamb 
questioned the wisdom of the proposed bylaw but it was 
claimed that since sufficient operators had petitioned 
for its passage, Council had little if any alternative but 
to pass it. The position is now reversed,—a sufficient 
number of operators has petitioned to have the bylaw 
modified and, since their requests seem reasonable and 
well-founded, it would appear as though Council would 
find it difficult to deny their requests. 

We have never had any use for bylaws which re- 
strain a businessman from managing his affairs in a 
manner most expedient to the welfare of the business 
where no hardship is being worked on anyone other 
than the proprietor who, in fact, may not consider long, 
irregular or even eccentric hours any hardship. As for 
his employees, the provincial labour regulations are such 
that the maximum number of hours a person can be 
called on to work weekly are predetermined so any 
personal excesses the owner may wish to assume can- 
not be shared unwillingly by his staff. 

There are many small enterprises in the country 
which feel it is necessary for their survival to operate 
more than the average number of hours. Can anyone 
justify a law or bylaw which prohibits a businessman 
from expending his own work energy as freely and am- 
pitiously as he sees fit? Most people recognize that there 
is evidence to support the wisdom of living a balanced 
life insofar as work and play are concerned but then 
why should anyone but the individual try to determine 
how that balance shall be struck? Right here in Lind- 
say there are many examples of people who apparently 
do not believe in the 40 or 48-hour work week even 
though they may even support the idea in one way or 
another. We have known several people who work 
the 40 or 48-hour week prescribed by either organiza- 
tions or province and then turn right around and put in 
anywhere up to 10 or 12 hours on a part-time or week- 
end job. 

In their petition to Council to modify the hours-of- 
sale bylaw governing gasoline stations, the petitioners 
have been extremely modest in their requests. We 
would recommend tossing out the bylaw entirely and

SOCIAL SYSTEM AMONG HENS 

Advocates of a “one-class” society who like to go 
to the world of nature for' evidence to substantiate 
their cherished theory can’t expect amy encouragement 
from the poultry family, if a survey recently conducted 
by a team of specialists can be relied upon. And who 
among us is bold enough to question the judgment of 
experts? 

Hens, the survey discovered, have a strict social sys- 
tem from which not the slightest deviation is permitted. 

It starts very early in the chicken’s life—at four 
weeks old, to be exact. In every pen there is a No. 1 bird, 
a No. 2 bird, a No. 3 bird, and so on right down the line. 
The top bird has a right — and exercises it — to peck at 
any other bird. The second in the scale can peck at 
No. 3, but never at No, 1. So it goes. No. 10, for in- 
stance, can peck at any bird below his class, but never 
at one in a higher category. 

The researchers discovered that hens remain in 
their own little groups; only the most contrary non- 
conformists among them wander any farther than 25 
feet. ‘ = 

For economic purposes all this means that chickens 
should never be turned out into new surroundings after 
they are four weeks old. By then, their social system is 
established. If put among new faces, social anarchy 
sets in with the result that pecking becomes confused 
and the proper balance upset. This makes for improper 
development and, later on, poor production.

In emphasizing the need for sufficient waterers 
and feed hoppers for each social group the survey 
comes to this conclusion: “Suppose there aren’t enough 
feeders. A hen is hungry. She starts out to get some 
grain. On the way she has to brave the pecks of other 
hens higher in the social scale. She gets discouraged, 
frightened. She returns to her own group (where pre- 
sumably the pecking is less annoying) without eating, 
The result? Poor egg production.”

FORESTRY NEWS 


The weekly bulletin of the Dept. 
of Lands and Forests concerns it- 
self with the opening of the fire 
season in this district ana will be 
of interest to many people who find 
it expedient to burn brush, etc. 
during clean-up operations around 
cottages, resorts and so forth. Here 
is the text of the bulletin: 

“The 1956 fire season is officially 
underway. Every year we advertise 
that the Ist of April begins the 
Start of the fire season in the local 
papers, our weekly bulletin and 
generally on the radio. We have 
signs posted around the country- 
side that advise people that the 
fire season is from the Ist of 
April to the 31st of October every 
year. We also point out that the 
regulations as set down under the 
Forest Fires Prevention Act must 
be adhered to during this period, 
and that this Act applies to the 
fire district. We outline what 
counties and townships are in the 
fire district in the Lindsay Admin- 
istrative District. 
Honorary Fire Wardens at this sea- 
Son and they in turn are instructed 
in the issuance of Burning Permits, 
and to generally advertise to all 
neighbours that all fires sc‘ out for 
clean up burning must be covered 
by a Burning Permit, 

“After all the publicity then that 
we give to the opening of the fire 
season and the regulation; per- 
taining to burning, year alter year 
our Rangers check smokes which 
turn out to be some farmer or sum- 
mer resort owner doing sonie spring 
clean up burning around his pro- 
perty. When they are askeq if they 
have a Burning Permit to cover the 
fire an astonished look appears on 
their faces and the following are 
some of the stock answers: 

“What is a Burning Permits” 

“Do you mean I have to have a 

Burning Permit for a fire on my 

own property?” 

“What is the fire season” 

“I thought the fire senson start- 

ed the Ist May.” 

“I am sorry I didn't know.” 

“You mean you can see this little 

bit of smoke from the fire 

tower?” 

“Don't you think you feilow, are 

making a big fuss over this little 

bit of rubbish?” 

and s0 on. 

“When the regulations are ex- 
plained and it is pointed out that 
a crew of men and equipment, have 
‘been tied up to come to investigate 
this smoke when possibly the men 
fare needed on a real bush fire, and 
finally when tt is pointed ont that 
a charge will or can be laid under 
the terms of the Act, most Persons 
feel indignant to say the least. 

‘For example last year a farmer 
decided to burn up some rubbish 
out behind the barn, and the wind 
spread the fire to an adjoining 
field. When the fire was finally 
brought under control it had burn- 
ed over some 8 acres and destroyed 
a Municipal building. When ques- 
tioned he stated that he thought 
the fire season came into effect 
April 15th.

Rev. Horace Kaye 
Tells of His Career 


“From the Pit to the Pulpit” 
woulg best describe the life of 
the Rey. Horace Kaye, supply min- 
aster of Warshaw Presbyterian 
Church. 

Now 63, Mr. Kaye has lived a 
Horatio Alger life, defying poverty 
in his rise from the mine to the 
ministry. Sitting in she living room 
of his brick bungalow on the out- 
skirts of Peterborough along the 
Warsaw road, Mr. Kaye told of some 
of bis experience which would de- 
cisiyely dispell any idea that a 
min:ster’s life is dull 

Rey. Kaye is known locally, since 
he was minister at the Knox Church 
at Glenarm, and also at Fenelon 
Falls in 1947 and 1948. Much to the 
regret of the congregation, he was 
forced to resign due to il] health, 

He was the oldest of 12 children 
and before his 10th birthday, he 
began earning money to help sup- 
port the family, with a weekly news- 
pape: route, in his home town of 
Morley, Yorkshire, England. This 
developed into daily routes, both 
morning and evening. 

At the age of 12, he graduated to

‘LINDSAY TRAIN DERAIL 


“Sow Seed in Garden for 
Flowers in Fast Time 


To Avold Transplanting Shock, Sow Seeds Where Plant Will Grow. 


When danger of frost has| 
passed flower seeds sown di-| 
rectly in the garden will bloom 
sooner than plants started else- 
where and moved to the desired | 
location 

The reason is that transplant-| 
ing shock is avoided, allowing 
the young plants to develop w ith- 
out a check to the flowering 
ytage, Shock, and resultant check 
in growth, is suffered by any 
growing plant that is tra 
planted. Unless it is offset by a 
much earlier start, or some other 
advantage, there is no good rea- 
son to invite it. 

All annual flower seeds may be 
sown directly in the garden; and 
there are a number which should 
be because they are difficult to 
ant. These include alys- 
sum, California poppy, godetia, 
kochia, leptosyne, linaria, lupin, 
maltthiola (evening scented 
| nasturtium, dwarf phlox, 
poppies, portulaca and salpiglos- 
sis. 

To avoid having to move the 
plant, seed should be sown ex- 
actly where each plant is d 
si-ed. Sow three to five seeds to 
insure against failure of some 
seedlings from the disease and} 
accidents which beset young 
plants, If several survive to the 
stage of vigorous youth, the ex- 
plants may be moved to 
other locations. 

The method to be followed in} 
tt ind of sowing should be the 
same that is used for sowing} 
regetables in hills. 


Scoop out a shallow depression, | 
and mix with the sojl at its bot- | 
tom a teaspoonful of balanced | 
plant food; covering this with 
fresh soil so that the hole is 
nearly filled. Then sow the flower 
seeds, and cover lightly with por- 
ous top soil, or specially pre- 
pared covering soil. Mark the 
spot with a stake, so you will not 
disturb it with cultivating tool: 
before the seeds sprout. 

With flower seeds, even more 
than with vegetables, the depth 
to which they are covered, and 
the light, porous character of the 
soil that covers them, are impor- © | 
tant. 

The practical way to proceed 
is to press the tiniest seeds into | 
fine soil and sprinkle just enough =| 
earth over them to cover: while 
larger seeds are placed deeper, 
in proportion to their size. 

The covering soil is more im- 
portant than the soil below the 
seeds, If your garden has much 
clay, and you haye a limited 
amount of humus, the best place 
for it is over the seeds. The main 
point is to prevent a crust from 
forming, and it will pay In many | 
cases to prepare a special soil | 
for covering. Mix a third of your 
best top soil, passed through a 
sieve, with a third coarse sand 
and as much peat moss or humus 
from the compost pile. | 

Now until the seeds sprout the | 
soil must be kept moist; and this 
requires daily sprinkling with a 
fine spray taking care not to 
wash the seeds out of the soil.

As the result of these severe flood 
conditions, Angeline St. was com- 
pletely impassable on Thursday and | 
Friday, and about the only ones | 
who seemed to be enjoying the situ- | 
ation were a trio of geese who were | 
geen blithely swimming about, duck- 
ing for things under the water, 

On Friday, which was sale day 
at the Community Sale Barns, a 
bothersome traffic problem develop- 
ed, when farmers and breeders 
found they coulg only gain access to 
the building from the south end of 
the strect. As a result, transports 
and other trucks found themselves 
in a very tricky position on trying 
to back into the buildings around 
other cars which had parked in the 
best way possible under the circum- 
stances. ‘Trucks heading for the 
salp barns from north of town were 
obliged to take a circuitous route 
into Lindsay {n order to reach 
their destination, as “Lake Ange- 
Yine” seemed menacing except to 
boats or rafts, 

At the Fair Grounas, it was noted 
that deep water at the north end 
of the race track had apparently 
been enjoyed by some of the small 
fry. 

Small footprints could be seen in 
the mud, and a couple of flimsy 
rafts had been abandoned near the 
shore.

CROP ROTATION 


Crop rotation is nol just a mat- 
ter of protecting the soil and main- 


taining fertility, Rotations also 
help control disease. 
Dr. L.E. Tyner, head of the 


Plant Pathology Laboratory in Ed- 
monton, points out that diseases 
which altack one group of plants 
are harmless to others. For in- 
stance, the root rots of wheat and 
barley’ are no problem with oats. 
Following wheat or barley with oats 
gives a chance for the infection to 
die out. Scald of barley doen nos 
attack any other plant, so the 
grower can follow any other crop 
with barley and reap benefits. 

Ergot, particularly bad on rye, 
may take a toll of wheat or barley 
following. Oats is a good crop to 
use after rve. Tyner says grapses 
also are susceptible to ergot andi 
\ from the grasses 
spread to the grain crops. 

Grasses are cut for hay around 
flowering time, partly because they 


ere palatable and nutritious then, | 


and partly for ergot control. When 
the grasses are cut in flower, the 


ergot has no control to develop} 


end spread.

More Services for the Aged 

The increasing problems con- 
stituted for our increasing number 
of elderly citizens are beiny solved 
in various ways by different com- 
munities and states throughout the 
world. I like to pass on to my 
readers any ideas along this line 
I come across in the hope that one 
or other of them would fit into the 
needs of their particular communi- 
ties. 

The scope of municipal services 
| for the aged is being broadened in 
a growing number of communities 
on this continent. It extend; be- 
yond the traditional responsibili- 
ties for institutional care and fin- 
ancial aid. Thus the Dept. of Wel- 
fare, N. Y. City operates a home- 
makers’ service and a boarding 
house program for elderly people 
who are on public assistance, These 
programs are intended to help old- 
er people continue to live within 
the community. 

The homemakers’ service provides 
part-time domestio help to older 
clients who might otherwise be yn- 
able to maintain their own house- 
holds. In selecting the honiemab- 
ers, the character and experience 
of the applicants and their attitu- 
des toward older people aru taken 
into account. Successful applicants 
are given training in a mode! home 
under a home economist and are 
then assigned to cases through the 
district offices of the denartrnent. 
Because homemakers do not gen- 
erally provide full-time service but 
visit at Specified times ench week, | 
they are able to serve a number of | 
clients. 

The boarding home program 1s | 
planned for elderly clients whose | 
family ties have been broken, who | 
are no longer able to live in fur- 
nished rooms or who, upon dis- 
charge from hospital, have no home 
to which to retum. The Bureau 
seeks Out, inspects and supervises 
homes caring for only one or two 
persons as well as homes cating for 
three or more. With few except- 
fons, the homes do not have more 
than four boarcers. Thess homes, 
which are found largely by means 
of the press, radio or word of mouth 
must meet certain standards 
of facilities, meats, space and clean- 
liness, Homes are visited regularly

The Department of Welfare pays 
the proprietors on behalf of each

room and $89 for a resident in & 
double room. At that time an in- 
crease in rates was planned to sti- 
mulate better standards of care, 
Clients are granted small sums for 
their personal needs. 


Recreational services in the way 
of visits, reading material records 
and instructions in crafts are pro- 
vided by a group of older volun- 
teers organized into the Senior Giti- 
zens’ Voluntary Corps by the May- 
or's Advisory Committee for the 
Aged with the assistance of the 
Welfare Department. 

Both these plans ate well worth 
consideration in our never-ending 
search to make the years that med- 
ical science have added to life 1nean 
more to the elderly.

In the course of searching out the facts in the case, 
the newspaper's reporter contacted Reeve Walter 
Noice of Dysart and asked him certain questions, all 
designed to find out what was going on .. . in other 
words get at the truth of the case. He answered these 
questions and the answers were reported in the paper.

Co, of America brings out about 
100 mew shades annually for the 
trade to examine. 

The advent of synthetic fabrics 
posed a problem for the industry 
which, Mr. Ewings recalls, reyolu- 
tionizeg the trade. The old-type 
dyes were obsoleted over-night and 
chemists were set to work formulat. 
ing €n “all-purpose dye” 

The Coboconk plant now pro- 
ducer two types of dyes (1) a soap 
dye which, as the name implies, {s 
a dye in a soap base and the finish- 
ed product resembles a small, 
coloured bar of soap; and (2) an 
fl-fabrics dye which ts in granular 
form and has as its hase salt, 

The North Amerjcan Dye Corp. 
ploneered in soap dye says Mr. 
Ewlngs, “because we were the first 
company to produce a dye which 
woule dye all natural fibres the 
same shade and depth of colour in 
the one dye bath!” 

Asked what he considered was the 
motivating factor in the birth of 
the dye industry, Mr Ewings said 
he thought it all hinged on a 
woman's whim — a desire for 
change and colour which has made 
itself manifest down through the 
oges 

Tt is an absorbing thing to observe 
these dye-stuffs in process of 
monufacture aNd perhaps nowhere 
js the age of automation more eyi- 
cient. For example, one machine in 
the efficient Coboconk plant auto- 
matically dispenses the exact 
quantity of granular dye to fil a 
paper envelope, glues it, seals it and 
moves it along to the packer. 

And just in case you think dyeing 
is confined to small articles, Mr. 
Ewing recalls an occasion in his 


companys’ history when a request

Says Fracas Yarn Was Stretched 


Fewer People, 
Less Trouble, 
Rare Thing... 
Management 


The proprietor of the district 
dance hall, whose olace of business 
is alleged to have heen abused by 
patrons On Saturday night. says it is 
only on rare occasions that people 
betray the respect he gives to and 
expects from those who visit his 
establishment. 

In conyersation with the proprie- 
tor today concerning details of an 
alleged “donneybrook” of which the 
paper was advised, it bas been stated 
that the reports were exaggerated. 

In a yisit to the office of “The 
Pes:” today, the proprietor said he 
would like to present his official 
version of what actually occurred, 
since he says he is operating a 
business which caters to family 
gTOUDs and teen-agers who visit with 
vheiz families’ permission. He 
explained that if he permitted any- 
thing untoward to occur in his 
establishment, he would not be able 
to return his patronage. 

He explained that there were just 
five men involved in the incident, 
which, he said, started when one 
msi asked a gitl to dance. He 
said the girl qid not wish to dance, 
and hey escort also did not wish her 
to cance with the man. An argu=- 
ment is alleged to have broken out, 
and as a result th, “trouble shooter” 
who is employed by the manage- 
ment, asked the man to leave. He 
said that the man Ister came inside 
again unseen and he and another 
man started a furthe- argument. 

‘The proprietor said things became 
somewhat confusing since the gitl 
Legan to scream ‘oudly, startling 
everyone in the building He said 
a “trouble-shooter™ then ejected 

‘e two squabbling men and quiet- 
ae three others who were making 
some comment on the matter. 

“The entire incident ensued for 
only two-and-a-half minutes,” he 
said “I know this because one of 
the staff happened fc be looking at 
his watch when the thing started” 

He said that this was the first 
trouble that has occurred at his 
establishment this season, and he 
credits this lack of trouble to the 
constant attention which is given 
to the behavior of the patrons. 

“AN dance hall operators have 
problems,” he explained, “but when- 
cver we see anything that might 
cause trouble, we try to put a halt to 
it at once.” 

On the matter of liquor, he said 
that there was no liquor foung on 
the premises _. . only some pop 
bottles He averreq that wherever 
Ady person ts seen to have liquor 
with him inside the dance hall, it 
is smmediately confiscated. “We do 
not condone or permit drinking on 
the premises,” he stated. 

He stated that he wishes to keep 
the reputation of his establishment 
clean, considering that they cater 
to about 600 people each weekend. 
"We are the only licensed dance hall 
mm the district, and we recelve our 
license from CAPAG, Ops township, 
and the Treasury Department.” — 

He explaineg that after the report 
\was published concerning the al- 
leged fracas he received some 65 
phone calls from friends offering to 
sptak in his defense He said that 
“these peopl. all know I operate a 
respectable dance hall and that I 
work hard to avoid any sort of 
trouble. 

“Bad publicity hurts business, and 
I would appreciate 11 if “The Post” 
would print the story of the situ- 
ation as it really happened. I believe 
that it became distorted since many 
people get overly-exciteq and the 
outbreak of loud talk plus the 
scream of the woman possibly made 
the situation appear far worse than 
it was.”

THERE'S SOMETHING PECULIAR 
ABOUT THIS SITUATION 

A spokesman for the Health of Animals Division 
of the Dept. of Agriculture, Ottawa, has annnounced 
that “an epidemic of rabies, worst in 10 years, has 
passed, at least for the time being.” The spokesman is 
Dr. W. A. Moynihan and he is also quoted as saying of 
the disease: “It is dormant and we hope it will remain 
that way.” And again as saying: “Whether it will flare 
up again next fall we don’t know. 

There is something peculiar about the timing and 
wording of this announcement which makes some peo- 
ple incined to wonder. 

In the same newspaper which records the state- 
ments by the department spokesman, an advertisement 
appears urging people in the Buckhorn, Burleigh Falls, 
Apsley and Lakefield district to take advantage of the 
free anti-rabies vaccination clinics being held in that 
area at the present time and extending in mid-April. 

Itn’t it unusual for an epidemic to be declared 
passed and dormant in one breath and then to speculate 
on the possibility of a flare up again next fall, at the 
same time carrying on preventive vaccination? 

These conflicting statements lead us to conclude 
that there is still considerable uncertainty as to the de- 
gree of control established and how long it will last. 
They suggest a need for continued vigilance by the 
public having in mind that animal communications will 
improve during the warmer months. 


GOOD and BAD 

Recent installations on the Bobcaygeon highway 
just north of Lindsay are two signs which, while still 
serving a useful purpose, are not nearly as valuable as 
they would have been a few years ago. The signs in- 
dicate that the railway crossing at this point is a “con- 
cealed crossing” and they do it very effectively. But 
the fact of the matter is the crossing is not nearly 50 
“concealed” as it was a year ago, because the embank- 
ment has been pared down. 

The appearance of the two signs have led to con- 
siderable speculation among motorists. They are wond- 
ering if the effort to reduce the railway embankments 
at the highway intersection to the point where the 
crossing is no longer “concealed” are going to be aban- 
doned, or if the signs are merely permanent looking 
temporary installations pending completion of the 
work. There seems to be agreement on one point: It 
would appear to be in the interest of highway safety 
to make this a model crossing while highway improve- 
ments are being carried out. 

In the meantime a suggestion: The signs which 
now caution against the “concealed crossing” might be 
revised to read “‘concealed crossing and a rough one at 
that!” Many drivers would be temporarily grateful for 
the reminder. Of course this revision would only need 
to be on the sign until the railway and highway com- 
pleted their improvement program. 


CONGRATULATIONS! 
AND NOW WE SHALL SEE— 

When it was proposed a few days ago to have a 
member of Lindsay’s Council head up the Lindsay 
Chamber of Commerce as president this paper raised 
the question of any.man’s ability to effectively serve 
two masters, irrespective of his abilities. We are not 
surprised to learn that the councillor—Mr. Lloyd Found 
—has been elected president of the Chamber of Com- 
merce and take this opportunity of congratulating him 
on his appointment. 

We will watch with particular Interest Mr. Found’s 
career as president of the Chamber and as an elected 
representative of the people of Lindsay. These obser- 
vations will no doubt be shared with interest by other 
citizens of the town. The original question: “Can 
any man serve two masters?” still stands and we shall 
patiently endeavour to discover whether or not one 
man can serve two masters and remain impartial in his 
judgment while dealing with issues affecting both mast- 
ers, especially when the wishes of the masters on any 
given issue may conflict. 


ROBERT SOUTHEY SAW IT IN 1802. 

In these days we have drive-in banks and drive in 
laundries. The customer may simply drive in, and dis- 
patch his business, without the trouble of getting out. 

All this may seem like a very modern innovation. 
But actually it is only appealing to the human desire to 
do business “on the way,” with as little pause as possi- 
ble. 

Back in the year 1802, Robert Southey, who was to 
become Poet Laureate of England, noticed that the 
same accommodation was being made for the customer, 

“I happened to go into a pastry-cook’s shop one 
morning,” he wrote, “and inquired of the mistress why 
she kept her window open during the severe weather— 
which I observed most of the trade did. She told me, 
that were she to close It, her receipts would be lessened 
40 to 50 shillings a day — so many were the persons who 
took up buns or biscuits as they passed by and threw 
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their pence in, not allowing themsélves time to el. 
The“ ‘idea would seem to be well founded 
in human nature, al Gazette. 


IT'S NICE TO BE ABLE TO 
GIVE YOURSELF A RAISE 

Members of the Ontario legislature have followed 
the lead of M.P.’s in Ottawa and members of the Que- 
bee legislature in voting themselves an increase in the 
sessional indemnity. 

This was to be expected. 
have waited so long to do so. 

As was the case both in Ottawa and Quebec the 
proposal for an increase in remuneration, which was 
advanced by a committee of the legislature, was prac- 
tically unopposed. 

It is very nice to be in a position where you can 
judge for yourself whether or not you are entitled to a 
greater return for your services and, more to the point, 
where you can thereupon vote yourself the increased 
remuneration, There are very few taxpayers, who are 
supplying the wherewithal for the payment of our leg- 
islators, in such a fortunate position. The value of 
their services is judged by other people—and this refers 
today to top management in business as well as to the 
worker in the plant or in the office—who decide accord- 
ingly. 

The person who is paying the shot for the legislat- 
ors’ salaries is in no position to say yea or nay. He can, 
of course, should he decide that his representative is 
not worth the money he is getting, do his little best to 
“fire” him by voting for someone else. But, unfortun- 
ately he has no guarantee that the replacement will be 
any better. 

Tt must be freely admitted that there are those a- 
mong our legislators, both in Ottawa and in the provin- 
cial legislatures, who are worth more than they are re- 
ceiving in the way of remuneration. These are the 
men, and women, who are not long week-enders; who 
attend religiously to their responsibilities towards the 
elector; and who put in strenuous work in committee. 
This class of legislator, unfortunately, is very much in 
the minority. 

The time has come when some form of indemnity 
should be devised, and surely some such system can be 
devised, whereby the legislator will be, as is the case 
with those whom he represents, paid in accordance with 
his efforts in the interest of those to whom he is re- 
sponsible, —The Financial Times. 


THE SITUATION SHOULD 
BE REMEDIED. 

The miniature lake which still exists on Angeline 
St. north and which for several days completely flooded 
the road for a considerable distance is a situation for 
which a remedy should be sought before another year 
rolls around, The road, heavily used by people who 
visit the weekly sales conducted at the Community Sale 
Barn was totally blockaded by the flood for several days

The sale barn, a contribution to the commercial 
life of the town, should not be placed in the position of 
having its patrons inconvenienced and an unnecessary 
flow of traffic diverted, if reasonable steps can be taken 
to overcome the difficulty. 

During the time that the stretch of road was flood- 
ed, there were no visible signs placed to warn people 
entering the street from either end, judging by the 
condition of the road it cannot be considered to be 
lightly travelled. Surely it would be no more than 


courtesy to erect a caution sign to warn the unsuspect- . 


ing when such a condition exists. Certainly any legal 
action resulting from a vehicle coming to grief in the 
pond might be hard to defend if it were establshed that 
motorists were not warned, 


THE CCF AND THE SMALL LOAN COMPANIES 

Unsuccessful in their attempts to have the interest 
rate on small loans ent in half, the CCF members of 
Parliament had an opportunity of renewing their at- 
tacks on small loan companies in the course of debate 
on a bill providing for a change in name for one of the 
companies operating in the small loans field in Canada, 

The company in question, the Personal Finance Co, 
of Canada, is a subsidiary of a U.S. organization, the 
Beneficial Finance Company; and it was proposed to 
change the name to the Beneficial Finance Co. of Can- 
ada in order that it would conform with the name of 
the parent company, Hazen Argue, the CCI) member 
for Assiniboia, opposed the change on the grounds that 
“it would mislead potential borrowers.” Describing 
the small loans business as “legalized robbery,” he 
stated that they haye ‘become parasites, preying on 
low Income earners,” 

Mr. Argue's party is, of course, in favour of lower 
interest rates all around. Interest, to them, suggests 
profits; and they see nothing good in profits—except, 
of course, those that might accrue to a’ CCF government, 
They apparently would like to see the small loans comp- 
anieg put out of business entirely; something that would 
have been more effectively done had their recommend- 
ed fifty per cent cut in the interest rate been supported 
by Parliament. 

There are figures published by the government an- 
nually which give the operating results of the small 
loans companies; and they show that the margin of pro- 
fit in the business is anything but excessive. Costs of 
operations are high, In most cases there is a fairly ex- 
tensive branch system maintained, with consequently 
heavy personnel requirements, The larger organiza- 
tions spend considerable sums of money on pamphlets 
aimed at helping the borrower budget properly, and 
branch managers are called upon to use considerable 
psychology—so presumably they are paid accordingly. 

Mr. Argue/objected to a pamphlet put ont by one 
finance company which was “an attack'’’ on Members 
of Parliament for being critical of small loan compan- 
ies. Presumably the CCI" member believes that only 
M.P.’s should be immune to criticism, A man, or an or- 
ganization, should be able to fight back if it is criticized 
as a robber, —The Financial Times.

Says Lindsay Saddled 
With Declining Economy 


Open Wednesday All-P-y| 


Proposal 


“We in Lindsay are saddled with 
a declining economy and a rising 
tax rate. Frankly, the situation 
f{zightens me, and we must do some- 
thing about it!” 

This alarming statement was 
made by barrister D M Thomson 
Whey he spoke Lo a largely-attended 


annual meeting of the Lindsay 
Cliamber of Commerce Thursday 
night Mr, Thomson said he had 


made an independent, confidential 
survey of a representative number 
of businesses in town, and it was 
his findings from ‘nis survey that 
prompted the comment in his report. 

Mr. Thomson tolq the gathering 
he bad asked each businessman 
whether his profits were up or down 
over the previous year and most 
these taxes reduced. Remember . . 
in cas where thelr produce 1s 
sold in Lindsay and outside points 
ax well, But he found that the 
figures on town sales were very 
much below last year. 

Mr. Thomson said that there Is 
one Lindsay building contractor who 
is building 30 homes valued in the 
neighbourhood of $20,000 each in 
Peterborough, but in Lindsay only 
three on speculation, He said that 
there are five $20,000 to be built 
just outside the corporation Imits. 

‘The town's overall picture 1s 
down,” stated Mr, Thomson “We 
were not In an expanding economic 
firea last year, since there has been 
no new Industry employing and 
bringing in people 

“The survey has shown that our 
basic commodities have started to 
slump, Taxes are the problem of 
the average man in town. Roads, 
high school, public school, and other 
necessities such as new streets, etc., 
must be undertaker, and unless 
Tindsay expands, these capital ‘ox- 
penditures must be absorbed by 
ligher taxes. 

“The town's overhead js constant 

. but the people who buy are 
not One industry to Lindsay could 
mein a mill or more in the tax 
rale, ond with the population at a 
standstill, the safne population must 
rb the necessary capital ex- 
penditures. If an industry came to 
town, bringing with jt many 
employees, thereby increasing the 
town's population, the normal ex- 
penditures would be spread out, and 
the tax rote per capita would be 
reduced.” 

Summing up, Mr. Thomson point- 
ed out that the answer did not. le 
with the Chamber of Commerce 
alone, nor the Town Counell alone. 

“Tt'g a Job at which we will have 
to work together. But to got it 
started, we will hive to spend a 
certoin amount of the taxpayers’ 
money jn order to eventually get 
then taxes reduced Remmbr

The building at the corner of Oak 
| and Colborne Streets has been 
purchased with the adjoining lot 
by Mr. Harold Sider who plans to 
construct a modern two-storey 
‘5pilding on the site during the 
summer. While details of comstruc- 
tion are still very much in the 
planning stage, Mr. Sider states that 
the building will be a modern one 
whicb will enhance the beautiful 
scenic location overlooking the 
Fenelon River, On thy ground floor 
two stores will be located in one 
of which Mr_ Sider will operate his 
Jewellery Store. the other will be 
available for rent. Above the stores 
at least two modern apartments are 
planned. 

In 1896 Frank McKenzie and J- 
HL Stanton itinerant photographers 
came to Fenelon Falls from Port 
Perry and built the store at the 
corner of Colborne and Oak at 3s 
cost of approximately $350. AS 
nearly as coulg be learned the con- 
tractor was Mr Robert Rutherford. 

Six months after Mr McKenzie 
aNd Stanton opened their photo- 
graphic “gallery”, Mr. McKenzie 
died of T-B. and Mr. Stanton carried 
on. It was at this time 1897 that 
Mr. James Campbel! entered the 
employ of Mr, Stanton as an an- 
prentice on a three year contrast. 
Mr. Campbell recalls that the first 
year his salary was 50 cents a week, 
the second 75 cents and the third 
year he received $1. per week. 

Mr. Campbell remembrs that most 
pictures were taken by light from 
the skylight, which’ was still a part 
of the building when wrecking was 
begun, There were 00 flash bulbs for 
pictures, but a process using mag- 
nesium powder was the common 
method The last tin types were 
taken by Mr, Stanton and Mr, 
Fowler, photographer from Lindsay 
at an Orange Parade op July 12, 
1898 whil. Mr. Campbell spent the 
hours from 830 am) — 930 pm. 
developing in the dark room, where 
he lunched on a sandwich 

In March 1911, Miss Allie Carley 
was employed by M> Stanton and 
worked as his assistant until his 
death in June of 1938 Miss Carley 
cartied on the studio in conjunction 
with @ china and novelty gift shop 
until September 1948 

At that time due to falling eye- 
sight, Miss Carley was forced to 
discontinue her photographic work 
and her brothey Mr, Andrew Carley 
came from Regina, Sask, to operate 
tn gift shop until his suddn death 
in the spring of 1953. The building 
was purchaseq by Brandon and 
Murchison {n September of 1953 
and during the past year has been 
occupied by the Woo1 Shop operated 
by Mr, Don Barrett. 

Several interesting ~ finds have 
deen made while tearing down the 
building, among them pictures of 
early sports events. picnics and 
parades and an antique electric light 
bulb -750 watts made by General 
Electric and used in the developing 
camero, This bulb is of clear glass 
coring to a point on the outside and 
measures 12” x 6”

NORTH DAKOTAN RELATES 
VIEWS ON EARLY SETTLERS 


A subscriber to “The Thursday 
Post” from Pembina, North Dakota, 
has written a letter to this paper, 
fas seen below) on his views and 
philosophies with regard to the 
early settlers of the mid-western 
portion ‘of the United States who 
fearlessly faced innumerable odds to 
establish the neophyte country. 

Mr GC. F. Emerson has written a 
separate note accompanying his 
letter commenting on ‘The Post” 
ang he states that although he 
enjoys the contents therein, he 
would very much like to see heavier 
personal news coverege from such ; 
places as Minden. He makes com- 
parison with the local paper at 
Pembina, ND. which he says gives 
cetailed coverage of regional news. 

Mr Emerson states that he is re- 
lated to many of “your residents 
around the lake” and hence his in- 
terest in local news Here is his 


letter: 

“As an American of British ex- 
traction, living near the Canadian 
torder most of my life it is natural 
that I should see both countries, 
in contrast, moreso than usual. 

“As a matter of fact my father 
settled in Dakota Territory in 1881, 
taking up land some 18 miles south 
of tap bordey at Pemoina our county 
town. During the years since my 
birth, which was in September of 
the same year, it has been my 
privilege to note the most dynamic 
changes ever experienced in history, 
during a like space of time. 

“™meldently the rapld change over 
from a comparatively rude pioneer 
mode of living to a highly complex 
order of society, has heen the marvel 
of our age. But why this rapid 
change over, even {f necessary? 

“Tt was not alone that the sturdy 
pioneers had the imcentive, or the 
will to do oy die; rather in the 
wreaking of chains that bound them 
to the traditionary practices of thelr 
mother Jand, they found themselves 


free to exercise their God given 
talents uninhibited by forms or pre- 
vious condition of servitude that 
were stifling, to say tne least, 
“Certain departures from the 
norm, coulq be expected in a new 
worle, but I belieye the greatest 


| departure was the establishment of | 


our free school system. Our early 
American statesmen saw that it was 
impossible to have and retain civic 
Kberties without freedom in our 
public schools . . . academic free- 
dom, in other words. This allowed 
educators to be choosy in present- 
ing courses of studies that were in 
keeping with the nations rapidly 
expanding economy such as the 
seleces dealing witn the develop- 
ment of our nationn] resources. 

“True the United States was 
fortunate in having such wizards of 
science and industry as Edison, Ford, 
end James J. Hill, a Canadian, to 
Thame a few of the nore outstanding 
trail blazers, Naturally they seized 
thp opportunity, but the stakes were 
highe; at that given time than any 
where else on the globe. Why that 
was possible is perhaps the riddle of 
the ages, but opportunity is not the 
gift of circumstances altogether; 
rather there may be spiritual fac- 
tors present, commonly ignored, 
nevertheless vital to creative de- 
velopments

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‘Hots Spots Very Cool Now 


The portals in the stone structure above used to open 
the way to some of the hottest spots in Victoria County 
a few years ago but they’re extremely cool just now. 
Of course anyone familiar with the district knows that 
reference isn’t being made to “nighteries” of days long 
past but rather to the kilms of a once-thriving Coboconk 
industry. These huge lime kilns for many years pro- 
duced some of the world’s choicest lime and were oper- 
ated by the Canada Lime Co. and the Toronto Brick 
Co. According to those who remember the industry 
when it was at its peak, the fires for curing the lime 
were fed through the brick doors. Residents in 
the area and those close to the industry say there is 
still plenty of good limestone (among the world’s best, 
they say) to be taken out of the open pit mine below, or 
in the immediate vicinity of it. More recent years saw a 
huge rotary-lype lime kiln installed at Coboconk and a 
certain amount of mystery surrounds its development. 
After a few promising starts the project seems to have 
been abandoned and the rotary equipment stands idle. 
It was hoped that the rotary oven would step up produc- 
tion and revive a good industry in the village. There 
are rumours that the reason it doesn’t operate is because 
it just doesn’t fit in with the lime industry’s wishes at the 
moment. The expansive open pit below is, except for 
the odd easily removed peer, almost as level as the top 
of a billiard table and could be converted into a maryel- 
ous playground. There would be lots of room for sey- 
eral activities to be in progress at once. But then it 
might not be in line with company wishes to have it 
used for that purpose.

IT LASTS LONGER.... 

Eyery new media of advertising which comes along 
seems to be automatically evaluated according to the 
gold standard of advertisement presentation .. - the 
newspaper. And it is interesting to note how many 
people who carefully analyze the advertising value of 
various outlets such as television, radio, ete,, almost 
invariably acknowledge that the newspaper Is still the 
most effective means of presenting an advertisement. 

Governor-general Vincent Massey, addressing the 
annual banquet of The Canadian Press of Toronto last 
week is among the prominent people who haye recently 
paid tribute to the enduring, and to this moment unsur- 
passed, advertising value of the newspaper. 

Speaking of the press, Mr. Massey said, “J am 
one of those old-fashioned enough to believe that the 
printed word—and I am thinking now of the news- 
paper—will never lose its pride of place.” 

This was despite the popularity of radio and 
television, said Mr. Massey. 

“T am sure that what is read lasts longer than 
what is heard or seen. Vividness is no substi- 
tute for permanence.” 


WHAT DOES IT INDICATE? 

An impressive report was heard this week from the 
County of Victoria Tuberculosis and Health Associa- 
tion. It had to do with the fact that the association not 
only greatly exceeded its expectations and received far 
more voluntary financial support than it did a-year ago, 
but was among the most successful in the province in- 
sofar as its annual campaign was concerned. 

Such success could be solely a tribute to the esteem 
in which the public evidently holds the cause and to the 
administration of its affairs. It might also point to 
other things and this predisposes us to ask: What else 
does this remarkable achievment indicate? 

Here we have an independent association, that is 
an association which stands on its own merits (and 
its own feet) when it comes to soliciting public support, 
and it makes a phenomenal success of its campaign 
while many other much more highly pressurized appeals 
are reported to have experienced difficulty obtaining 
their bare objectives. Is the success of a campaign 
largely determined after all on the basis of past perform- 
ance in the eyes of the people? Whatever the reasons 
may turn out to be, we believe other organizations 
could profitably undertake to determine why this appeal 
is so heartilly acclaimed. 


WE CAN SPEED EVERYTHING UP 
BUT THE CHANGING OF THE SEASONS 

Man has done a pretty good job in recent years of 
speeding up the pace at which he lives. He has succeed- 
ed in making machines which will circle the globe in 
hours, step up the production of consumer goods, trans- 
port us on land and on water at speeds which would have 
been considered fantastic 50 years ago, and perform 
scores of other tasks which used to be slow and often 
extremely difficult. But in spite of all these achieve- 
ments, aided and abetted by some terrific atomic ex- 
plosions which might have thrown an ordinary planet 
off course, the world’s seasons continue to change in 
their own good time, indifferent to man’s protests, en- 
couragement or concern? 

Of all the seasons, we think spring Is the most tan- 
talizing. The winter has been long, the snow heavy and 
the marrow in the bones of those who didn’t go south, 
chilled. We long for spring and grasp at every flirta- 
tion it offers, bask in every promising ray of warm sun- 
shine and Jong for the time when we can embrace her 
and know that she will not give us the cold shoulder but 
will bow out finally, leaving in her stead summer with 
all the pleasures it offers. This year spring is appar- 
ently in the mood for a drawn out “affair” and man, for 
all his prowess, is powerless to do more than woo her 
gently, encouraging every overture and savouring every 
satisfying encounter. 


WE WOULD LIKE TO SEE MR. HODGSON .... 

Judging by the various speeches he has delivered 
in the House of Commons in recent months, Mr. C. W, 
Hodgson, MP for Victoria and Haliburton, frequently 
gets the party task of asking questions or criticizing 
government policy at a level which is much removed 
from his home riding. We would like to see Mr. Hodg- 
son do some talking in the House of Commons on points 
which are either pertinent to his home riding or at least 
of vital concern to all Canadian people and not just a 
segment of the population. 

Right about this time of year we would like to see 
Mr. Hodgson do some effective talking on taxation, es- 
pecially income and corporation taxes . . . the former 
of which is discouraging the wage earner and the latter 
the manufacturer. We believe there is a great field for 
discussion here and that if the member could get ag 
much publicity on this subject as he has obtained on less 
important issues, he could bring a lot of taxation evils 
to the attention of not only Ottawa but the whole Cana- 
dian public. 

The former internal revenue boss of U. S. A—T. 
Coleman Andrews—quoted in the April 8th issue of St. 
Petersburg Times, says, “I don’t believe in the Govern- 
ment reaching down into your pocket and taking money 
by force, by police state methods, but that Is what it is 
doing every day under our tax system, America today 
is in the death grip of taxation, taxes are too high from 
top to bottom. Much to high.’ And then “The Times” 
writer goes on to note: Andrews, like other advocates 
of income tax repeal, calls attention to the theory of 
Karl Marx that ‘there is only one way to kill capital- 
ism-—by taxes, taxes and more taxes.’" Said Andrews, 
“Pm no Communist hunter, but when you read in the 
Communist Manifesto that high taxes are the road to 
destruction for the American system, What can you 
think? We're saps if we don’t do something about it.” 

While the aforegoing statements concerned them- 
solves with the U. 5S. tax iniquities, we believe equally 
strenuous eriticism of our Canadian Income and corp- 
oration (ax structure Ww ould not be unwarranted, 


When it is considered that high income taxes in 
Canada make It next to impossible for people In the 
low income brackets to have even the temporary use of 
much of their own hard-earned wages, it is time for an 
awakening, And speaking of income taxes, we believe 
that every conscientious member of parliament in Ot- 
tawa should rise up in righteous indignation at the 
favouritism they now enjoy in this connection - « - tax 
free exemption on an additional $2,000 over and above 
that which is prescribed for the rest of the Canadian 
people! This is a shameful and flagrantly dishonest 
piece of political skulduggery if ever there was any. And 
then, of course, there is the little matter of ‘free 
money” which the government enjoys by deducting 
salaried people's income tax at the source. This 
money is not due until the end of April each year but 
the government, without permission of the wage earn- 
er, has it deducted at the source and each week, for 52 
weeks before it is legally due, has the use of the wage 
earner’s money for which it pays absolutely nothing. 

These are but a few of the things which Mr. Hodg- 
son could use to create a stir in newspaper and political 
circles if he really wanted to get his teeth into them, 


AS LINCOLN IS REPORTED TO HAVE SAID 

“You can fool some of the people some of the time 
but you can’t fool all of the people all the time!” That's 
an observation which is being made more and more 
people as they listen to impassioned pleas for an ex~- 
panded Lindsay economy on the grounds that more 
and bigger industry will mean a reduced tax rate. The 
reason for making the observation lies in the fact that 
they danced to that tune about ten years or so ago when 
Lindsay enjoyed a brief flight into industria] expansion 
and home-building went ahead at a fairly rapid clip. The 
story at that time was that if more industry came to 
the town, there would be more homes needed and more 
places to levy for taxes, hence a lower tax bill for’ all 
concerned because “it would be spread around.” 

The history of the experience, which is a continu- 
ing one, has not tended to make our ears receptive to 
any new versions of the old song or take up the dance 
again. The facts of the matter are: Industrial expan- 
sion of the town placed considerable extra demands 
on the taxpayers for services which were required to 
accomodate industries and added families. The num- 
ber of people, (home owners) required to staff new in- 
dustries acquired just doesn’t seem to have been suffic- 
ient to have any noticeable affect on taxation and they, 
like the rest of the town’s property owners, have found 
themselves caught in the web of rising taxation. 

It is possible that the orderly expansion of this or 
any other town of comparable size may have advantages 
but it could also have some disadvantages. 

At the present we are in a town of pleasant propor- 
tions . . . it is neither too large nor too small and for 
this very reason it is a desirable place in which: to live. 
There is room for some modest industrial expansion, pre= 
ferably on a small industry scale which would not ser- 
iously impair existing services, but it doesn’t seem wise 
to court large industry unless we are prepared ‘to pay a 
tremendous price in taxation. As a matter of fact, it 
would seem the people of Lindsay are more apt to get 
relief from rising taxation by trying to hold the line than 
by trying to expand too much, too fast. By the same 
token the town is apt to become more attractive to pros- 
pective industry and certainly to those who will labour 
In it, if the tax rate encourages them to invest in homes. 
And who will deny that property owners are, after all, 
the most vitally interested in the whole welfare of the 
town? 

The Town Council should not be stampeded into 
any action it doesn’t consider wise insofar as industrial 
development is concerned, or the pursuit of phantom 
industries to satisfy the whims of those few who really 
might benefit at the expense of the majority. ; 


DANGEROUS POWER 

One would think, from the briefs being presented 
to the Gordon Commission, that the question upper- 
most in the minds of all provincial, municipal and edy- 
cational authorities in Canada today is how to per- 
suade the Dominion Government to provide them with 
ajl the money they need or think they need, and thus re- 
lieve them of the unpleasant task of taxing their own 
people for it. 

This is not the result of any organized nation-wide 
movement! but it is a yery contagious and very danger- 
ous attitude of mind, Tf it should succeed in its pur-

It would put all the proynces, all the municipalities 
and all the educational institutions completely under 
the control of the Dominion Government, for the hana 
that holds the purse-strings also wields the power. 

lt would deprive the people of all effective control 
over the expenditures of the local governing bodies, and 
i. would reduce the standards of political morality to 
the level at whioh every elected representative of the 
people would be valued in proportion to the size of the 
contributions he could get from the central government 
for his own constituents. 

In short, it would lead straight to the establish- 
ment of a totalitarian form of government. 

Canadians who value their freedom should resist 
this tendency at every step. 

It was with this thought in mind that we have sug- 
gested (hat any further handouts from Ontario should 
come in the form of deductions from taxable incomes 
of the individual eftizens. 

For instance, if the federal government were to 
permit the individual citizen to deduct the cost of his 
municipal taxes as well as his medical and hospital ex- 
penses from his income tax return, there would be no 
need of federal financial assistance for education or for 
aational health scheme, and the so-called “autonomy” 
of the municipalities and provinces would be strength-

A crippled father, a mother and 
five little children were left home- 
less Friday morning when fire of | 
unknown origin totally destroyed | 
their home, most of their furniture 
and practically all tneir clothing. 

Mr. and Mrs, Douglas Anderson 
and their five children escaped, 
unhurt when fire broxe out in their 
Janetville home at 1) a.m. 

Mr Crawford English. the nearest 
neighbour was reportedly the first 
to spot the fire.
